You  can  buy  carloads  of  any  commodity 
but  you  can  never  buy  carloads  of  rare  coins,  so  they  will  always  have  a 
value.  Choice  1800  and  1801  U.  S.  Eagles  aren’t  selling  for  $12.;  very  fine 
old  half  eagles  aren’t  selling  for  $6  apiece;  and  1807  quarter  eagles  aren’t 
going  for  four  or  five  dollars.  Yet  we  have  people  who  insist  on  sending  us 
such  bids,  which  are  an  imposition.  In  1804  cents  a few  think  they  can  now 
buy  one  for  $2.50;  in  1799  cents,  a few  believe  they  should  be  had  for  $4.50. 
It  cannot  be  done.  The  bottom  has  not  dropped  out  of  the  coin  business. 
Be  fair.  Don’t  expect  fine  and  rare  things  in  coins  which  are  seldom  seen 
for  4 0 cents  on  the  dollar.  Don’t  make  impossible  bids  on  fine  colonial 
coins  either.  If  so  you  won’t  get  them  as  the  people  in  the  room  will  not 
allow  them  to  go  at  a few  cents  apiece. 

On  the  other  hand,  good  bargains  are  always  to  be  had  in  our  sales. 
We  don’t  know  of  any  sales  where  better  bargains  fall  to  the  collector.  So 
take  advantage  of  the  fine  and  varied  offerings  in  this  sale  of  one  session.
